OF LONUECTDRE 


^Professor Aitken, of Lick Ob- 
^1 servatory, Illustrates Re- 
\ 
marks in Alameda. 


' ALAMEDA, March St.—At the TJnl- 
tarian Club ladies' night last evening 
Professor R. O. Aitken of Lick obeenra- 
>nrv grave an illustrated lecture on Hal- 
ley's comet, and comets In general. He" 
.laid in part: 
"Halloy's comet was first observed on 


its present return by Dr. Max Wolf at 
the observatory at Heidelberg. Germany, 
on the night of September 11, 1909. It 
was then roo faint to be seen visibly, 
even with the great rpfrrxotors of the 
Lick and Y3rkes observatories— the flrst 
visual obse -ration was obtained, liow- 
ever, by Burnham -with the latter tele- 
scope only four days later. 


"To make tho story of this comet clear 


it will be necessary to give a brief ac- 
count of the moro salient points In our 
present knowledge of these bodies. Con- 
trary to the opinion in early ages that 
comets were 'corruptions m the air,' or 
atniosphereia phenomena, a belief that 
readily 
lent 
itself to the superstition 
that comets were messengers of evil, 
we know now, thanks- flrst of all to the 
labors of Newton and Halley, that they 
pursue regular paths about the sun, Just 
as do the planets. The form of the path 
is different being -very elongated instead 
of nearly circular. Indeed, in the great 
majority of cases the elongation is so 
great that the curve seems rather to 
be of the open form known as a para- 
bola than of the closed form called an 
eclipse, 
ff »he comets do in fact travel 


on the curve of a parabola It signifies 
that they are not permanent members 
of the sun's family, but merely transient 
visitors from interstellar space. 


"Many astronomers hold this opinion. 


and believe that the comparatively few 
comets which are known to travel in 
•Illpses and to re tarn regularly to the 
Neighborhood of tho sun, like

George Innes said today "I spent all

the Hayward. They told me that he was 
in the beat of spirits. 


"His associates in las Angeles had not 


sen him for two days before the shoot- 
seen him for two days before the shoot- 
tent. 
He haS suffered from severe at- 


tacks of stomach trouble, but It does not 
seem to me tliat they would induce him 
to suicide." 


The dose of carbolic acid which Innes 


swallowed before he shot himself fright- 
fully burned his lips and throat.

Hon. Edward Ambrosia Hayes of San Jose changes his tune, 


if not the d}'e of his whiskers quite frequently. Some days he "in- 
surges" violently and other days he roars him as gently as a sucking 
dove. Not even Shakespeare's long-eared friend Bottom alternately 
played Bombastes and the Quaker with greater ease. 


After the passage of the Korris resolution, which knocked out 


the rules committee, Mr. Hayes was spoken of as a proper man 
to represent the insurgents on the new committee. Who breathed 
his name in the air and in the ears of the press correspondents has 
never been revealed, but he was evidently a person with a keen eye 
for a good man and a warm admiration for a red beard. Pending 
the meeting of the Republican caucus there was much talk of es- 
tablishing an entente cordialc between the regulars and the insur- 
gents. 
While the peace talk «as going round Mr. Hayes stood 


up and poured oil on the troubled waters in this fashion: 


"Mr. Speaker, before proceeding to discuss the merits of the 


proposition which is now before the House, I beg the indulgence of 
the House to make a brief personal reference. I am moved to the 
action •\\hich I take upon this floor by no personal consideration 
\\hate\er. Since I have been a member of this House I have re- 
ceived at all times from the Speaker of the House and from the 
members of the Committee on Rules every courtesy and every right 
to which I am entitled. More than that, I am not sure but I have 
received more than my just deserts and merits entitle me to receive. 
As a member of this House I am moved to the action which I take 
in this matter only by what I concene to be the highest consideia- 
tions of conscience and duty * * * " 


This generous testimony to the friendly partiality of Uncle -Joe 


was as ineffective as it was artless. Not only was the suggestion that 
Mr. Hayes be placed on the rules committee turned do^n, but 
when Mr. Hayes nominated his colleague, Hon. Julius Kahn, in 
caucus, he, too, was given the marble heart. Mr. Kahn had stood 
stoutly for the regulars, but the regulars couldn't stand the in- 
dorsement of Hon. Edward Ambrosia Hayes.

Then Mr. Hayes suddenly piped another lay. It was on March 


19th that Mr. Hayes cooed at the Speaker in the House, but on 
the 22d, after he had learned that he was persona non grata for a 
olace on the rules committee, he was quoted by the Washington 
Post as singing a different song in a miljunt key. Here is -what 
the Post said: 


"Representative Ha\es of California is one of the insurgents 


who demand at Jeast the privilege of veto on the selections to be 
made. He declared yesterday that he would not enter a Republican 
caucus until he received the assurance that the personnel of the 
committee would be satisfactory to the insurgents. 


" 'I have been fighting for a principle,' he said, 'and I will not 


willingly throw a\\ay the fruits of victory. Would ue gain any- 
thing if we permitted the regulars to name the new rules commit- 
tee and put on it men who would continue to act as Speaker Can- 
non has in the past? That would be ridiculous. We don't want 
to name insurgents on the committee, but we do demand good 
men.' " 


But Mr. Hayes did go into the caucus and did nominate a reg- 


ular who had stood by the Speaker through thick and thin, and 
\vho was beaten apparently for no other reason than that Mr 
Hayes was his sponsor. 


At last accounts the aureate whiskers of Mr. Hayes were 


swaying in the breeze among the ghost dancers off the reservation. 
He has cast off the feathers and meek demeanor of the dove and is 
roaring him like a lion. His roaring is heard even in the far con- 
fires of Gilroy, Milpitas and Los Gatos. As Artemus Ward said, 
"he's an amoosin' cuss." 


Many kinds of so-called philanthropy can be classed a- \\orse 


than foolish—they are positively mischievous and harmful. 
To 


this class belongs the scheme of Dr. Staniforth of Cleveland, Ohio, 
to establish a national home for .stray cats and dogs. It is a waste 
of money and effort to preserve the lives of useless animals. 
The 


best way to dispose of such worthless creatures is to put them to 
a painless death. There is enough human misery in the world to 
alleviate without wasting philanthropy on no account brutes. How- 
ever, the charitable instinct often runs in cranky channels. 


Insurance Rates Should Be Reduced. 


Insurance rates in Oakland ought to come down. The rates 


were raised 25 per cent after the San Francisco fire, and have not 
been materially reduced since. 


A complete auxiliary salt water system has just been installed 


at a cost of over $200,000, and the fire-fighting force has been 
greatly enlarged and improved, and new equipment added. A num- 
ber of new concrete firehouses of the most complete modern type 
have been erected. It has cost the people of this city a large sum 
to provide further protection against fire, and in addition they are 
required to pay taxes on their property to meet the increased ex- 
pense of maintaining the fire department in the high state of effi- 
ciency it has been placed since the San Francisco disaster. 


The undent nters have constantly urged improvement and en- 


largement of the city's fire-fighting facilities on the ground that a 
reduction in insurance rates would follow. This representation is 
in the nature of a pledge, and has been construed as such. It will 
be a gross breach of faith if this pledge is not kept. 


If the implied promise of the underwriters is not kept the peo- 


ple of Oakland will be in the position of having taxed themselves 
heavily to insure the insurance companies against loss, of having 
submitted to an additional burden of taxation to increase -the prof- 
its of foreign corporations whose business it is to insure against 
loss from fire. 


At any rate there should be a restoration of the rates that pre- 


vailed prior to April 1, 1906. This city in common with other 
communities was penalized to pay the fire losses incurred in San 
Francisco, and now that the danger from conflagration has been 
enormously decreased by reason of the expenditures recently made 
the elementary rales of fair play and fair dealing demand that in- 
surance rates be in proportion to the decreased risk. 


The commercial bodies of Oakland are quite right in demand- 


ing reduced rates, and Mayor Mott is displaying the proper spirit 
in insisting that the insurance companies live up to the spirit of 
their renresentations.

detail and we found that the system of 
the former Public Administrator, and his 
employes, in keeping- an account of the 
cash received for and on behalf of the es- 
tates of deceased persons, was conducted 
in a loose and 
unbusinesslike manner. 


While the law, relative to t*-e office of 
Public Administrator, does not. In our 
opinion, sufficiently guard the handling 
of the estates of those who have died 
•without testamentary disposition, or rela- 
tives, and whose estates must 
neces- 
sarily fall into the hands of the Public 
Administrator, and does not throw suf- 
ficient safeguards around the money and 
property of such estates, still a careful 
Public Administrator can keep 
such a 


system of books, accounts and records as 
will fully show the condition of an es- 
tate at any time, and we axe pleased to 
be able to report that, at the present 
time, a new system of bookkeeping and 
recording the cash and property of es- 
tates, coming into the hands of the Pub- 
lic Administrator, has been Installed in 
this county and that such estates are 
nuw 
carefully 
guarded. 
The 
present 


system of bookkeeping and handling of 
accounts in the Public Administrator's 
office affords any person an opportunity 
to see, at a glance, just how much money 
there is in the estate of a deceased per- 
son, from what source the money has 
come and In what way the money has 
been expended, and also 
to ascertain, 


without any trouble, the exact amount 
of cash upon hand and in the County 
Treasurer's office belonging to the es- 
tates of deceased persons being adminis- 
tered by the Public Administrator, 
Criminal Cases 


Indictments.—A number 
of 
criminal 


causes came before us, but indictments 
were only returned in those cases where 
we were fully convinced, according to our 
oaths as" grand jurors, that there was 
legal evidence sufficient to warrant a 
conviction. Where there was a reasonable 
doubt, we resolved that doubt in favor of 
the defendant. 
Upon every Indictment 


returned by us there has been a convic- 
tion. 


In the matter of the alleged assault 


with a deadly weapon with intent to com- 
mit murder by William Shtman upon the 
person of his brother, Lorenzo Shiman, 
and likewise upon the investigation of an 
alleged defalcation by C. J. Rail ton, no 
indictments were returned for the reason 
that we believed, in each case, the evi- 
dnce was entirely insufficient to war- 
ranted conviction 


In the Railton matter, the evidence sim- 


ply showed a question of disputed ac- 
counts. 


In the Shiman case we recommended 


that the Board of Supervisors refuse to 
grant a permit to either of the Shimans 
to sell liquor within the county of Ala- 
meda, and we are pleased that the board 
refused the application of said Shimans 
therefore. 


We have 
thoroughly Investigated 
a 


charge that one Doctor Adam Lyons pre- 
sented a false claim against an estate be- 
rng administered upon by the former Pub- 
lic Administrator, but, in our opinion, the 
evidence has not been suftclently corro- 


I borated to warrant our returning an in- 
dictment upon suffciert- legal evidence. 


Eight Indictments wpre found and re- 


turned against John S De Lancey and 
one against A J. Flood for various crimes i 
In the Public Administrator's office. Upon 
one of those indictments De Lancey was 
convicted and is now in the State's prison 
at San Quentln serving a six years' sen- 
tence 
No appeal having been perfected 


from the judgment of conviction, we are 
of the opinion, and, therefore, lecommend 
that when the time for appeal has elapsed 
the District Attorney move for a dis- 
missal of the remaining seven Indictments 
against De Lancey, the six years' punish- 
ment upon the one charge upon which he 
was convicted being, in, our minds, suf- 
ficient penalty. 
Nuisances Abated

Anti-Racetrack L*aw.—We have had a 


number of reports. hav» examined a num- 
ber of witnesses and have kept In general 
touch with the enforcement of the antU 
racetrack law and are of the opinion that 
everything possible 1& being done to en- 
force this law. 


Gambling —As a result of our Investiga- 


tion of lottery gambling In the city of 
Oakland, higher bail has been fixed for 
persons arrested for violating the law. 
While we believe that an endeavor is be- 
ing made to stamp out gambling, we are 
of the opinion that if fewer defendants 
were permitted to forfeit bail and more 
jail sentences were imposed upon convic- 
tion, such action would tend to more 
rapidly abolish this form of voice. 
Stricter Fire Law 


Fire Protection and Exits of Theaters 


and Public Meeting Places—We regret 
that the ordinances of the city of Oak- 
land, and also of other cities and towns 
throughout the countv of Alameda, art 
not up to date In dealing with the fire 
regulations and exits of places of public 
amusement. 
Some of 
the 
places 
of 


amusement and public assemble In the 
city of Oakland, and In other municipali- 
ties of this county, are not sufficiently 
provided with exits to meet the exigen- 
cies that may arise in the case of fire. 
We do not desire to unnecessarily alarm 
the public, but at the same time, by rea- 
son of the horrible disasters in some of 
our leading cities, we are of the opinion 
that It behooves our city authorities to 
immediately take this matter up and deal 
with the same to the end that every pub- 
lic meeting place be so equipped with fire 
exits and fire protection that the danger 
to human life be reduced 
to a mini- 


mum. There are so many places, cheap- 
ly constructed for shows and 
amuse- 


ments, being constructed throughout the 
county of Alameda, and particularly in 
the city of Oakland, that we deem it our 
duty to particularly call the attention of 
the authorities to those places in order 
that human life my be protected. 


Police and Fire Departments —For the 


better government of the city of Oak- 
land and the protection of its citizens, it 
Is recommended that all appoinments to, 
promotions In and dismissals from the 
poMce and flre departments be put upon 
and maintained under strict civil service 
rules 


Street Contracts.—Following the recom- 


mendation of the Grand Jury growing 
out of its investigation of the subject, 
the Council of the city of Oakland has 
passed a resolution declaring Its Inten- 
tion to refuse to grant permits to con- 
tractors to pave streets in the city of 
Oakland, unless the contracts presented 
by such contractors shall specify not only 
the unit price for the work to be per- 
formed on the street frontage and the 
unit price for work to be done on cross- 
Ing and opposite terminals, but also the 
total amount of money per front foot for 
work to be performed on the street 
frontage, the total amount of money per 
lineal foot for all property subject to 
crossing and terminal assessments and 
the maximum pro rata of incidental ex- 
penses which the work will cost each 
property owner signing such contract. It 
is 
believer 
that this will oovlate the 


practice 
heretofore 
existing 
whereby 


some contractors overcharged 
property 


owners for work done at crossings and 
drew their contracts in such a manner 
that it was not probable the average 
citizen would discover the 
overcharge. 


The City Council, before authorizing In 
any manner the paving of streets, should 
require that sewers and sub-surface work 
of all kinds be placed In the street be- 
fore it is paved. 
Charges Too High 


Excessive County Claims—As a result 


of our Investigation of this subject a 
partial report has heretofore been made 
concerning the claim of Cotton Bros. & 
Co , Number 3975, in the sum of $8584.50, 
and being for bridge work. 
Following 
the recommendations contained In our 
partial report, the Board of Supervisora 
leconsidered Its action in allowing said 
claim and materially reduced the same. 
We have had referred to us, from the 
former Grand Jury, the matter of cer- 
tain overcharges against the Pleasanton 
Road District, which was then under the 
supervision of one Peter Oxen, as road- 
master. 
It appears that just as the 
former Grand Jury was about to adjourn 
those overcharges were discovered and 
Mr. Oxen, as roadmaster, being the one 
that was personally responsible for said 
overcharges, resigned 
from office, 
and 
since then has had no connection what- 
ever with said road district. After hav- 
ing made a careful examination of each 
of said claims we recommend as fol- 
lows 
First: That rlalm Number 10,016 for 
J285 be rejected in Its entirety, for the 
reason that we believe it is such a gross 
overcharge that no part thereof should be 
paid. 
This claim is made out in the 
name of a man by the name of S. Am- 
peral, but, after investigation, we find 
that when the same was paid it was the 
intention of Amperal and Oxen that the 
money received from this claim should 
go to Oxen, by reason of the fact that 
the labor performed and what material, 
if any, that was furnished thereunder 
belong to Oxen and not to Amperal. If 
either Amperal or Oxen are dissatisfied 
with this action they have their remedy 
In court, but we would recommend that 
the oard of Supervisors reject this claim 
in Its entirety. 
Second: The claim Number 10,015, pre- 
sented by S Amperal, Is another claim 
that contains a gross overcharge, but 
from the testimony we are able to rec- 
ommend the portion thereof we believe 
should be paid. 
We, therefore, advise 
and recommend that the Board of Super- 
visors allow said claim for $76, instead of 
$150, as originally presented. 
Third' In reference to the claim of 8. 
Amperal, filed December 11, 1908. for 
$125, after a careful Investigation, we 
are of the opinion that this claim may be 
just, and for that reason we believe that 
this claim should be paid in full, and so 
recommend. 
Entitled to Claim 


Fourth: In the matter of the claim of 
S. Jackson, Number 6527, for $192, we 
find that this claim was presented in the 
following manner: In the fiscal year of 
1907-8, and which ended upon July 1, 
1908, there was a deficiency in the county 
general fund, from which road sprinkling 
claims are paid. The matter was taken 
up by the Board of Supervisors, and It 
was agreed that contracts might be en- 
tered into for sprinkling the roads where 
deficiencies occurred that these contracts, 
not being completed until the succeeding 
fiscal year, that the entire amount might 
then be paid from the succeeding fiscal 
year's funds. 
We find that this claim 
was sworn to and signed personally by 
said Samuel E. Jackson, and that said 
Samuel B Jackson personally made the 
assignment thereof to said Oxen. Oxen's 
contention is that he paid the 1192 out 
in cash to different parties under a con- 
tract to sprinkle a portion of said Pleas- 
anton Road District from May 18, 1908, 
until July 13, 1!108, and that, therefore, 
he, Oxen, is enticed. "Hlder the aaslgn-

ment from Jackson, to the entire amount 
due under said contract. The testimony 
shows that Oxen did. pay $40 In cash to 
said Jackson and $42 in cash to another 
person, but said Oxen has not produced 
sufficient testimony to satisfy this Grand 
Jury that he did pay out in cash the 
other $100. However, It is not desired 
to do said Oxen any injustice. "We would, 
therefore, recommend that the claim, aa 
presented for $192, be disallowed by the 
Board of Supervisors In Its present form, 
and that notice be served upon Oxen by 
the Board of Supervisors that he appear 
before a certain fixed date find prove up 
his claim for the other $100, otherwise 
that said claim be allowed for only $92, 
instead of $192. as originally presented. 
but if said Oxen is able to prove to said 
Board of Supervisors that he did pay out 
said $192 in cash, then we are of the 
opinion that he is Justly entitled, under 
the circumstances, to the return of said 
sum in full 
We are pleased to know, 
however, that this system of dealing 
with road funds has been changed, and 
that Instead of any roadinastpr, or any 
other person, pa>ing out cash for work, 
that each person present his own claim 
for the amount. 
This is the proper 
method and the only method that should 
be followed. 
Disg'race to County 


County Infirmary—A thorough inspec- 
tion has been made of the buildings of 
the County Infirmary. It is a disgrace to 
Alameda countv that Its poor and infirm 
should be housed in such dilapidated, In- 
adequate and unsanitary shacks. 
The 
buildings are old and constructed 
of 
wood. 
Taking all the conditions Into 
consideration, the Grand Jury feels that 
should a flre occur at the County Infirm- 
ary In the night time, It would result 
In the death of a great many of the old 
and infirm patients there. A committee 
of the Grand Jury has been in consulta- 
tion with the Board of Supervisors and 
a program has been adopted by that 
board for securing plans and specifications 
for a new County Infirmary under a 
scheme which is thoroughly competitive. 
We are of the opinion that the present 
site of the County Infirmary Is too re- 
mote from the center of population, and 
we would, therefore, recommend, in the 
interest of humanity, that the Board of 
Supervisors proceed at once with the 
selection of a site for the County In- 
firmary within the city of Oakland, and 
the construction of suitable buildings 
thereon. 
It is Impossible to determine from th« 
bookkeeping system now in vogue at the 
County Infirmary whether or not the 
various departments 
thereof are being 
maintained on a paying basis. A system 
of debits and credits should be main- 
tained In each department, so that the 
monthly balances will Indicate whether 
or not that department was operated at 
a profit or a loss. 
Proper supervision 
is not given to the petty cash account. 
This account, at times, amounts to sev- 
eral hundred dollars, while It should not, 
at any time, exceed $25. The Board of 
Supervisors should require that the money 
received from the sale of products of the 
county farm should he at once deposited 
with the County Treasurer and a strict 
account thereof rendered by the super- 
intendent of the infirmary. 
Poor Condition 


County Bu ildings—An Inspection hae 
been made of the county buildings and 
they were found to be In a deplorable con- 
dition, as far as the Janitor work Is con- 
cerned. The Board of Supervisors should 
require the Janitors to do their work at 
a time when the offices are not occupied 
by clerks and county officers. The Jani- 
tors do not come on duty until fi o*clock 
In the morning, and they are around the 
buildings, more or less, during the day 
until about 5 30 p. m. This gives them 


but an hour and a half, at the most. In 
waich to do their work in the offices. The 
work should be done by the janitors at 
night, or, with more economy for the 
county, the Board of Supervisors should 
award the work of cleaning county build- 
ings to the lowest responsible bidder, 
after advertisement. 


We believe that the present amount of 
hflp for Janitor service Is sufficient if 
the proper amount of time Is given by 
those in the employ of the county to the 
•work they should do, as above set forth. 


Grand Jury Expert— As mentioned In 
our first paragraph, we made special In- 
vestigations of the offices of the Public 
Administrator and the County Auditor, 
the funds for experts in those cases being 
provided by the Board of Supervisors, m 
the same, under the circumstances, being 
a proper expenditure of money. 
In the 
case of ot her county officers, we have 
kr-pt a genoral supervision, as far as pos- 
pifile within our power, but we have bWn 
unable to make as careful an examination 
of the books and records of the other 
county officers, for tho reason that the 
law empowering the Grand Jury to em- 
ploy such an expert a& would be necen- 
sarv to obtain any satisfactory results 
limits the compensation to $5 a day. It 
is absolutol v impossible- to obtain an 
efficient and unbiased expert for any 
such sum AS $5 a dav 
The last Gran* 
Jurv recommended that the legislature 
pass a,n act Increasing this amount Rep- 
resentatives of Alameda county in the 
Siate Lpglslature cannot be too strongly* 
convinced of The importance of amend- 
ing this law 
It Is not only recommended 
that the members of Alameda county In 
the State Legislature favor the passage 
of such law, but that they Introduce such 
a measure in the next Legislature as will 
enable a sufficient sum to be placed at 
the disposal of the Grand Jury for the 
emploving of a competent expert and 
that our representatives In the Legisla- 
ture work actively for Ita adoption. The 
limit now prescribed should be Increased 
to an amount not to exceed $2400 In any 
one year. 
Want Better Paper 


County Supplies and Books—In the 
m-Uter of furnishing general supplies to 
the county of Alameda the Board of 
Supervisors fixes the schedule that applies 
g< nerally to ordinary- supplies to be fur- < 
nished the county, and also sets forth the | 
quality to be obtained for such price. We t 
bflie\e that in the matter of obtaining 
books and records for the county the 
Board of Supervisors should specify the 
quality of paper to be furnished in such 
books, so that the printer will have to 
furnish a certain kind of paper in order 
to comply with the schedule. A vast sum 
of money Is now spent for recop\Ing rec- 
ords, etc , by reason of the fart that said 
record books contain paper of an inferior 
quality, the county paying the same price 
therefor as would be paid for paper of 
first-class quality. This can be remedied 
by fixing the quality of paper that must 
be contained in each record bonk. 
Cartwrtght Law—We have given the 
matter of the Cartwright anti-trust law 
considerable attention, but Inasmuch as 
there is now a Senate commission ap- 
pointed by the Legislature In the State 
of California for the purpose of making 
an Investigation into the high cost of 
1I\ Ing, etc.. and klso inasmuch as the 
Federal Government is carefully investi- 
gating conditions under the truet enact- 
ment, and finding from our investigation 
that in nearly all instances the head and 
principal place of business of the differ- 
ent alleged trust companies that exist in 
California are in San Francisco, we do 
not believe that it Is nxpedient, at this 
time, to take any further action by the 
Grand Jury than that of our general In- 
vestigation. 
Bond Elections—We recommend that 
hereafter when bond elections are called 
In the city of Oakland and carried, the 
money derived from the sale of the bonds 


be expended In the locality and for th* 
purpose for whirh the original bond elec- 
tion call specified. 
Majority Verdi't In Criminal CUM—!• 
the prosecution if criminal cases In thi
